United States Government contracts* I told hia that we were not -at 
that time but we hoped to because it would mean better wages for we 
and all the rest of us» In fact, all during this time I did not quite 
understand just what iEKSE was doing but I thou£.ht it funny that he ■ 
kept asking me about the work that we ware doing at Wo»ds lacht Basin

Sometime duritig th6 early part , of October as I now recall, PAUL 
FEHSE came to my home acccinpaiiied by a inan whom he introduced as FRANZ 
STIGXER whom he introduced .to :ny wife and myself, and as I n*w recall , 
this was the only tiae FRAKS STIC3ER was at my home to the oest of my 
recollection* FRASZ STIcaSE suggWted th'strbe had a friend -that; 'he

recall the 'exact hour and day on which thiB took place bat* I- do recall; ; 
that I did.not go -the first time I was "supiposed to because I did not like 
all this basiness and STIGIER spoke, txi rae/ about it later and -made the final 
. arrangements for me idiich resulted in my first meeting ?ri.th this man , ^ ■ 
HARRY SAWffiR a t Columbus Circle, On meeting this man SAWYER he told 
me he was: from the- other side but I cannot say that he told me this 
on the occasion of our first meetings I now recall that at this first 
meeting I gave him some material- for- transmittal to his boss i^oever : ^ ^ 
that might be as I did not know anddd.d not ask* I told SAP/YER that I

of a general character^ however, in recent weeks at SiAffYER*S request 
I had been paying particular attention to Naval construction for. the U« S. 
Navy all of which iJaformation I obtained from the Marine News except 
some blank forms to bid on Goverraii^nt contracts which I obtained fr<»a * 
my place of enqjloyteeat* : '^^ - - ' 

Sometime during the last of Ifiay or. very early part of June^ 1941* 
as I now recall I met HARRY SAWYER ttoo told me t«t^^ wanted 
some navigation charts that is 1he told me he wanted the charts aad I 
understood he intended to fonrard them on to seme other person* - 1 told him 
that I thought I could get these for ' him as I knew I had a 'few of them .

WALISCREWSKI was arraigned before United States Coradssioner 
MARTIN C, EPSTEIU in Brooklyn, New York on July 2, 1941, and entered 
a plea of guilty. His bail was set at 125,000 in lieu of T*dch he 
was reiandcd to custody pending action of the Federal Grand Jury* 

On July 15, 1941, the Federal Grand Jury for the Eastern 
District of New York returned an indictment charing ADOLF HENRI 
AUGUST WALISCHEWSKI with aliases, and other named, defendants with 
conspiracy in two cotints to violate Sections 233 of Title 22 and 
Section 32 of Title 50 United States Code. 

WALISCHESSKI was arraigned on July 18, 1941, before the 
U, S» District Court, Eastern District of New York, plead "not guilty" 
and was remanded to custody in lieu of $25,000 bail pending trial set 
to begin on September 3» 1941*

were looked at, aai that he believes that she, STEIN, is LOUISE, She 
stated that it took her weeks to figure this ont in her rdnd, and tbaj 
this thought had just recently cone to her. She explained to HEaSTESFEED 
that the naiie, "LOUISE^, really is the naae of the mother-inrdair of 
the addressee who presently is in the Qeraan Amy, and tha t she Ig using

her. Stein then asked Weusteiifeld -whether the man she had contacted 
had told her any more, and she replied that he didn't* Stein tbesi asked 
Veusteofeld nhether this person referred to her by name* Wisustezif eld 
replied that she iras only referred to as "the dark Viennese"* 

STEIN then stated that she had not sent any reports in> 
and that last August, -while she -was being contacted by Harry, he at one 
time told her that he would not have anything for her, but the next day

United States Deoartment of Jufitlce. No promists or '^hreats have 
been made to me and I know that anything I say may be used afealnst 
me. 

This statement Is in addition to a statement dated, 
June 30, 1941, which I made to afient The reason I am 

makinfe this additional statement is to correct certain errors 
and mlastatementa which I made in my statement of June 30, 1941. 

My first contact with activities of a subversive nature 
occurred at some time in 1938 when Nicolaus Hitter the brother 
of my boyfriend, Hans W. Rltter, came to the United States from 
^'ermany. At this time Hans Hitter told me that Nicolaus was a 
member of the German Gestapo. Nicolaus several times visited 
Hans and I at 82 Riverside Drive, New York, H.Y. where Hans and I 
then resided. On one of these occasions when Nicolaus, Hans and 
I were toeiether, Nicolaus aubbested that I mifeht he of asBistance 
to him in obtainin^b information for the German Gestapo. I linmediate- 
ly told Nicolaus that I did not wish to take oart in any such 
thins and we did not discuss the matter any further. After belnS 
in New York for 3 or 4 weeks Nicolaus returned to 'Germany, Several 
times While Nicolaus was^in the United States at the time above 
mentioned I overheard him talklnfe" with Hans. Frequently Nicolaus 
referred to a man by the name of Duquesne who was also known at 
"Jim*. It was obvious to me from their conversation that Nicolaus 
was contactlnb "Jin" with reSard to obtaining information for the 
Gestapo. 

Several months after Nlcolausre turned to ^ sTnany, Hana 
also went to that country, I do not know where Hans obtained the 
money for the Sastbound trip nor wh&t his piirpose In Solniii to 
Germany was. However, on his return he told me that the ^^estapo had 
Dflld for his westbound trip . Inasmuch as the ^^estapo paid his trip 
to the United States I assume that he miSht have aKreed to assist 
the ('estapo, but he did not admit this nor do I know of any ac- 
tivities that he was enSaSed in. 



Shortly after the outbreak of the war in September 1939, 
Hans received a cablefcJram from Holland sifaned with a three word 
name, one of which was Nico, This cableiSram advleed Hans that 
the sender had arriv*d>f in New York two days previously. Hans told 
me that the cablegram was from the ^»estapo and that the pefeon who 
had arrived in New York was his brother Nico, He further said that 
he wished not to have anything to dp with Nicolaus and made Immedlat* 
olans to leave for Mexico in order to avoid his brother Nica.wioLxtBX 
On September 15, 1939, Hans left by train for Mexico. 

Several weeks after Hans left I received a telephone call 
from a woman who bave hef name as Lilly Stein and advised, me- that .. ... 
she had personal fereetlnesto bive to me from friends in Verden on 
the river Aller, Germany. Stein it* wanted ibe to meet her at a 
mldtown hotel where she was staying. I did not know why she wished 
to see me but since I suspected that she mlbht hafee had a messaSe 

from Nico for his brother Ifena /, 



I kept the appoli^ent with Stein at her Hotifc a few days later. 
Upon ay arrival blT the Hotel I was handed a letter ttc by Dllly 
Stein which was addressed on the outside to Hans Rltter or Else 
Weustenfeld, and In which we were asked to help Lilly tc eet 
established or with anythiisfc that she mifcht have nmed of in 
New York, The letter also stated that Lilly Stein was of 
partially Jewish blood but that she was a nice person. Lilly 
also handed me a roll of bills which I thlrJc was in the amount 
of $300.00 and a small mlcrophotofcraph. The money and ohotofcraph 
she wished me to fcive to Duqueene . She said that I mlfe-ht retein 
enoufeh of the money so that I could purchase a matnlfyint. bl&Ba. 
I did neither wish to accetjt the money, nor the photograph beceuse 
d I auspected that the miccophotoferaph mlfcht contain a secret 
meseaJ^e from the ^estapo. Lilly offered me her own mafcnlfylnb 
slasB for the purtjose of readine^ the photcbrat)h but I refused 
It because I die not wish to know what the photograph contelned. 
After considerable hesitation I finally accepted the money and 
photoiSraph. Upon acceotlnfa the photiSraph I could read without 
the aid of a maS^rslfyinfe. blase the words: " Dear Jim", but nothlnb 
elee. I tried to find out from Stein where she had obtained' the 
money and photbraph but she befebed me not to continue my questloniib. 

Several days later an elderly man came to my office 
at 17 Battery Place, New York, N.Y., and Identified himself as 
Duqueene. He feave me his calllnfe card on which his name apoeared 
and I also noted that the name " Air Terminal Company" was also 

on the card. He tol/d me that he understood that I or Hans 
Rltter had received some money for hlni and a messate. I then 
bave him the money and the photoferauh. He asked me to communicate 
with him if I should receive any further news but I expressly 
asked him not to bother me any-more In any way. He was also 
anxious to learn where Hans Rltter was at that time, Hans Rltter 
had asked me not to forward his address to anyone and I tK there- 
for asked Duquesne to communicate with Hans Rltter at hie old 
address - 32 Broadway, New York, N.Y. 

I met D, In fr'ont of my 
Some time later lbiopxKKKK»Kx3c3cR&xBRxotRXKtxai|: at>Rrtment house 
82 Riverside Drive, New York/ and'^sked me if I had received 
anymore money for him, I told kk him that I had. no money for 
him and a^ain asked him not to 6et in touch with me anymore. 
These are the only two occasions on which I have met Duouesne. 

I received an additional amount of $300,00 in small bills 
from some source that I cannot recall. I have a va£ue recollection 
that it came from Lilly Stein and that she told me It had been 
given to her by a man named Harry for Duquesne. It is not clear 
to me when I received that money but I am certain that I deposfted 
it with the Seamen's Bank for SavinSe where I kept a small bank 
account, I believe that this deposit was the one made BStxfiKxx 
to my account on October 5, 1939. Althoufeh I accepted the 
money I had iue absolutely no intentions of transferrinB it to 
Duquesne because once and for all I did not want to have anythinG 
to do with such matters. When I went to Mexico in January 19§0 
for the purpose of visltinfe Hans Rltter I took the mortfey with me 
and turned it over to' Hano Rltter. 




After apendlnfa three weeks in Mexico In January 1940 I returned 
to the United States and Rltter came back in July 1940. 

I do not know what Hitter's activities were in Mexico 
other than the fact that he told me that he did some translating 
work for the ''erman Library of Information in Mexico City. 

I took quite a llkinfe to Lilly Stein after our orifelnal 
meetlnb and we occasionally visited each other. She eventually 
told me about the fact that ihe had been sent to the United States 
for the purpose of obtaining information for the ^estapo and 
she frequently comnlained to me about her not receiving all of 
the monies that had been piromiaea her. However, I believe 
that in December 1940 she njentloned receiving $1,000. in payments 
of $200.00 and $800,00. This money was paid tc her by a bank - 
I believe it to be the Chase National Bank. Prior to receiving 
the first sum a messenger c|a.me to hf=r apartment and advised her 
of the fact that the money was kt the bank. As I rect.ll It^ 
Lilly said that the $B00.00 had been paid to her by check. 

Stein told me that her contact man with Germany was 
one Harry Sawyer who transmitted her informatione for her. She 
alfto told me that Harry had been instructed ky to discontinue 
his relations with her. 

When I planned to return tc Germany in April 1941, I 
talked with Lilly Stein aboUt seeing Helnrlch Borau at Cologne 
Germany, about the fact that Stein had not been rpcelving the 
payments they abreed upon and of her desire to be transferred to 
South America or Jaoan. I agreed to take a letter to Helnrlch 
Sorau but later on decided not to do so because of the fact 
that it was abalnst the Intelrnational Postal laws to take letters 
to a foreign country which hkd hot been mailed through the U,S, 
Post Offices. I also said "that I would probably meet Nlco 
Rltter in Hamburg, and talk to him about her financial status,

I did not return to ^e^rjnany because I found out that I 
was not able to obtain an-' American passport, 

I know Rudoloh Kbffllrg h^no^^am nf the fact that he is 
the husband I met him 

0-0 -B^ several occasions at his aparxmenx 219 East 83rd Street, 

New York City, when I was there for the puroose of having my hair 
done. On one of these occasions I agreed to take a letter to 
his brother in Berlin, Germany, l^t^p-dedded- aga in s t i-t 

ISKKKKXSxix but did not do this because I cancelled my trio. 
I never saw this letter nor do I knoT? what it centalned. 
Whether or not Ebeling was engaged 1^ subversive activities I 
do not know and I have no reasons to suspect it. 



I have never souiiht to obtain Information for '^ermany 
reiiardlnS national defenses of the United States nnd I have 
never transmitted such Information to Germany. 

However, Stein once save me a letter to Helnrich Sorau 
which was written as friend to friend and on the face auoeared 
tobe Innpcent. But Stein explained thp.t dlsfeulsed in the 
letter -JmS*- Information that U.S. olntra were treneoorted from 
some base In the United States to Knbland. I aferepd to see 
that this letter was transmitted to Germany and thereafter iSave 
It to a passenSer, whose name I do not know, mm who wmxkx had 
come In to my office to obtain my elfenftture as a notary public 
to an application for a ^erman pasetjort. I do not know whether 
or not this person ever departed for Germany, 

I have read the above statement conslstlnb o^ this and 
three other paSes, each of which I have slfened freely and 
voluntarily. ' ^

REUPER states that he arrived in the United States in April, 
194-0, and several weeks later, by appointment made in GerBiany, he met 
AXEL YfiiEELER-HILL at the Pennsylvania Depot in New York City and met 
him on several occasions after that. HHEEIjER-HILL told him of taking 
lessons in operating telegraphic equipment and thus he, introduced 
JAHME to him to assist him. REUFHi states he knew JOSEF KLEIN and 
also arranged the meeting between KLEIN and ?vHEELER-HILL. He also 
states he saw the small portable set in a black box at KLEIN'S

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The records of the Chase National Bank, Neir York City, 
reflect that AXEL TiHEELER-HILL, Hamburg 39, Haveriypeg 8, on July 
26, 1938 placed an order for §1,225.00 worth of Reuckmarks, This 
order ims subseqtiently cancelled* 
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A?CEL YHEELER-HILL was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner KARTIH C, EPSTEIN, Brooklyn, New York, on June 30, 
19A1, and upon a plea of guilty, he iras bound over for action 
of the Federal Grand Jury* His bail ir&s fixed at $25,000, in lieu 
of ttbich he iras remanded to custody. 

On July 15, 1941, the Federal Grand Jury for the Eastern 
District of New York returned an indictment charging AXEL TSfHEELER-
